KILLED’ OFFICER IN FLIGHT 


Model Postal Clerk and Y. M. 
C. A. Member Led a 
Double Life.

CHICAGO, May 14:—Horace Walton of 
St. Joseph, Mo., 22 years old, a former 
postal employe and a member of the 
Y. M. C.°A., died like a mad, trapped 
beast in the Drexel Square Apartments 
today after a thrilling battle in which 
William A. Roberts, a patrolman, was 
also killed, being shot seven times by 
Walton, and dying in the Washington 
Park Hospital. 


A few. hours earlier Walton had 
‘pobbéd the -mail’ tar of an incoming 
Iinois Central Néw Orleans train and 
had. dropped off at the Sixty-third 
Street station in Chicago with a bag 
stuffed with more than $105,000 ‘in 
currency. 

Walton shot the policeman when the 

tter asked him about, the bag he was 
carrying. Walton in turn was killed by 
Mooney, Chief of Detectives, who shot 
him through the heart. Six other bullets 
were found in his body. 
Thomas Ferriter was wounded in the 
hip by a bullet from Walton's revolver. 
His condition is not serious. 

This, in brief, is the closing chapter of 
a mystifying Jekyll-Hyde life. So far 
as the public knew, Wa!ton was a hard- 
working postal clerk of exemplary: 
habits, but he had another personality. 
Single handed he executed a train rob- 
bery almost without equal in all the 
annals of su@h deeds. His timidity. be- 
trayed him. when he was within a 
stone’s throw of safety with a fortune 
in ‘his hands. 

Whatever may have been his actions 
before last night, he crowded enough 
crime and adventure into the few hours 
before his death to last almost any 
criminal a life time. He began by 
boarding the New Orleans Express at 
Kankakee, aware that it was to travel 
over an unusual route and | omitting 
customary stops. Displaying a Postal 
Inspector’s badge, . evidently acquired 
while he was in the Government’ Service 
as a clerk, he gained admiittance~ to 
the mail car.. ‘Catching the five clerks 
unawares, he backed them into a corner 
and forced one to tie the other four. 
Then he botind the fifth man and went 
to work on the mail bags. How much 
was stolen is still problematical, but it 
will exceed $105,000. Then he gave each 
of -his helpless.victims an $80 ‘tip’ 
and rode calmly into Chicago, alighting 
at Sixty-third Street. He boarded a 
passing street car, transferred at Cot- 
tage Grove Avenue and rode to Hyde 
Park Boulevard, only a block from his’ 
home. 


First Shot Kills Policeman,

corner. They had no reason to suspeet 
Walton, but his nervousness was 80 ap- 
parent that they decided to stop him. 
He immediatély began shooting. Roberts, 
mortally wounded, fell against his com- 
panion and both went down. 

Walton dashed into the Drexel Square 
apartments.

HENRY EXONERATED; 
GOES BACK T0 POST 


Court Orders Acquittal and Jury 
Returns Verdict Without 
Leaving. Its Box. 


JUDGE PRAISES DEFENDANT 


Declares He Enforced Laws Thor- 
oughly and Says District Has 
No Disorderly Houses. 


Police Inspector Dominick Henry was 
acquitted yesterday of. the charge of 
neglect of duty and promptly restored 
as the head of the Fourth Inspection 
District by Commissioner Enright. 

Judge Malone not. only expressed the 
opinion that the evidence vindicated 
Inspector Henry but paid a tribute to 
the Inspector’s work’in suppressing vice 
in the district. -He directed the jury to 
acquit, and the’ jury returned its verdict 
without leaving the box. 

Judge Malone -héld the evidence did 
not indicate that a singie-disorderly re- 
sort existed in the entire district, which 
includes the west side from Forty-sec- 
ond Street. to. 110th Street. Inspector 
Henry, in tears, received the- congratu- 
lations of his lawyers, the jurymen and 
personal frierfds. James E. Smith, As- 
sistant District -Attorney, who seemed 
surprised by the verdict, refused to say 
anything for publication. District At- 
torney Swann said: ; 

‘' I have nothing to say. The case was 
entirely in the hands of Mr. Smith. 
did not even appear in the courtroom.” 


Victory for Enright and Hylan. 


The result was not only a vindication 
of Inspector Henry but a victory for 
Police Commissioner Enright and Mayor 
Hylan in their controversy of two years’ 
standing with the District.’ Attorney’s 
office on the question of vice in New 
York City. Mr. Qmith, who has been 
consistently backed by District Attorney 
Swann, had charged that the Police De- 
partment was ‘‘ more corrupt’’ than it 
had ever been, and..that Inspector 
Henry's district was the worst policed 
in the city. He numbered the disor- 
derly houses there at more than 300. 
Both Police Commissioner Enright and 
Mayor Hylan challenged these state- 
ments and asked for the evidence. After 
the evidence had been submitted in the 
Henry trial Judge Malone concluded 
his statement to the jury with these 
words: 

‘*I am constrained to hold that in the 
entire district there are no disorderly 
houses, no houses of ill-fame. 1 am 
constrained to hold here that the de- 
fendant has enforced thoroughly and 
well the laws affecting public morals 
and public interests. othing more 
could be humanly expected of the de- 
fendant. I direct you to acquit.’’ 


a Slacker ’’ Raids Caused Enmity. 


Enmity between Mr. Smith and the 
Police Department arose two years ago 
over the “slacker ’’ raids conducted by 
Mr. Smith in Inspector Henry’s district. 
Mr. Smith entered scores of restaurants 
and cafés, making hundreds of arrests 
a night. Almost without exception the 
men and women so arrested were re- 
leased the following day. 

After the first few raids Commissioner 
Enright refused to allow policemen to 
assist Mr. Smith in making wholesale 
arrests. Inspector Henry had an open 
break with the Assistant District At- 
torney when he ordered his men not to 
make arrests demanded by Mr. Smith. 
The two men had a violent dispute, 
Police Commissioner Enright and Mayor 
Hylan supported Inspector Henry 
District Attorney Swann stood by) 
assistant. Since then there has been 
coldness between the District Attorney's 
office and the City Hali and bitterness 
between Assistant District Attorney 
Smith and Police Headquarters. 

A long series of attacks by Mr. Smith 
on the Police Department was followed 
by the Henry affidavits, a series of 
seven documents in which Inspector 
Henry charged that he was being per- 
secuted by Mr. Smith because of the 
rejection of indirect proposals by which 
the police official and the Prosecutor 
would provide joint protection for vice 
and ponbling and divide the revenues. 

This was vehemently denied by Mr. 
Smith, who then presented the evidence 
to the March Grand Jury on which 
Inspector Henry was indicted. The 
Extraordinary Grand awry in the mean- 
time investigated the charges of In- 
spector Henry, but obtained no evi- 
dence against Mr. Smith. 


Henry Makes Statement. 


After shaking hands with W. Bourke 
Cockran and W. 3B. Smith, who de- 
fended him, and a score of others, in- 
cluding. the jurymen, Inspector Henry 
said: ‘ 

‘““The Judge and jury have spoken for 
men and I have little to add. After 
thirty years of clean and faithful serv- 
ice in the Police Department it was a 
great shock. to me-to be indicted, but 
I never had any doubt that I would be 
ccmpletely vindicated. 

ae want to thank the press for its 
fair play. I got an absolutely square 
deal in the accounts of the trial. No 
man could expect more.”’ 

The only testimony taken yesterday 
was that of character witnesses. In- 
spector Henry’s personal integrity was 
vouched for by Robert J. Cudahy, 
Charles Thorley, Henry Thompson, Fire 
Chief John Kenlon, Robert H. -Main- 
zer, J oo B. Crowe and General Theo- 
dcre H. Bingham, former Commissioner 
of Police, who submitted an affidavit 
telling of the confidence he‘had shown 
*, Henry by promoting him to a cap- 

ney.

MISS NIGHTINGALE HONORED

‘She went from cot to cot with a 
word of cheer’ for each soldier,’’ he 
said. ‘She wrote letters home for us. 
She prayed with us. We often won- 
dered when she got any sleep.

The men would kiss her 
shadow on the wall. I have her pic- 
ture on my desk and I often take it 
down to gazé on it. I shall never for- 
get her.’

Tells How He, Prisoner of 
War, Opened Straits. 


GUEST OF FIRST DIVISION 


Says He Will Be First Volunteer in 
American Army.in Event of 
Another War. 


How he, a prisoner of war in Constan- 
tinople, was .able. to open. the Darda- 
nelles, which the Allies had failed to 
take after tremendous losses in 1915, 
was told by General Sir’ Charles E. 
Townsend at the dinner of the 1st Di- 
vision, A. E. F., at the Commodore last 
night. 

‘‘The Turks, long before the over- 
throw of the Young Turk party,” said 
Sir Charles, ‘‘saw that they had put 
their money on the wrong horse. In Oc- 
tober, 1918, I was ‘taken in by a secret 
door to the chambers of the new Cab- 
inet at Constantinople. They wanted 
my help. I told them that I must have 
two things: My fr eedom at once to go 
to England; and the opening of the 
Dardanelles. 

“To make a tone: story short, in half 
an hour I walked away from the council 
chamber with the edict opening the Dar- 
danelles in my pocket and a free man.”’ 

When .he surrendered at Kut, Sir 
Charles said, the Turkish Minister of 
War offered him his freedom, which he 
refused, because he could get no terms 
for his men. Taken to Constantinople, 
he met a welcome as “ if I had come to 
a review.”’ 

“I was given my choice of a place to 


live, motors, a yacht and the freedom of’ 


the city. I would not give my parole, 
and after trying to escape three times, 
decided that I might be able to accom- 
plish something by intrigue. 

Sir Charles told how he had made 
friends with Turkish officials and 
watched the growing hatred of the Ger- 
mans, . particularly the German naval 
officers stationed at the Turkish capital. 
Having gained the confidence:of the 
elder statesmen, they sent for him when 
the Young Turks were overthrown. With 
the ‘‘ Dardanelles in his pocket’’ he 
proceeded to Smyrna on a special train, 
escorted by high Turkish officials who 
showed considerable hesitation as how 
to explain his presence. Sir Charles 
said he told them to inform the curious 
that he was a Swiss Admiral, and this 
explanation was accepted in good faith, 

“I was fairly nervous at this time,’ 
Sir Charles confessed, ‘‘ because I knew 
that the Germans had 5,000 mgn at Con- 
stantinople,and might reeapture me at 
any time if they knew what was going 
on. But findlly I was taken on a Turk- 
‘ish mine sweeper in the Gulf ‘of Smyrna 
to the British fleet. Immediately I got 
in touch with London by wireless and 
the details of the armistice with Turkey 
were concluded. 

‘I, as a prisoner of war, had done 
what Napoleon and the Russians had 
failed to do, and had opened the Darda- 
nelles to Christendom. 

‘I shall never forget the kindness of

The Special Committee of the House, of Rep- 
resentatives which has been investigatirg for the 
past several months the dealings of the United

The witnesses so far called, many of them 
Emergency Fleet Corporation employes, have 
testified that the plant of the Groton Iron Works 
at Groton, Connecticut, is the best built steel

‘In the perform- 
ance of this contract the Fleet Corporation has 
paid to this company, including all sums loaned 
on mortgage, approximately $13,500,000.00. The 
Company has delivered to the Fleet Corporation

GOVERNMENT AND NEWSPAPERS. 

If, during the recent or present 
shortage of shipping, the Government 
had issued an order or admonition to 
‘exporters that they must reduce their 
shipments of goods in order to ‘‘ con- 
serve shipping,’’ and because of the 
further reason that the unrestricted 
outflow of goods from a port like New 
York might deprive ports like Balti- 
more or Savannah of sorely needed 
ocean freight facilities, we should have 
a pretty fair analogue to the proposal 
that the Government meet the short- 
age of newsprint: paper by restricting 
fhe size‘and the circulation of news- 
papers. Putting aside for the mo- 
ment, although that question cannot 
be left out of the account, the con- 
stitutional guarantee of freedom of 
the press, it ts plainly and indubitably 
unwise for the Government to attempt 
to dictate to newspapers the manner 
in which they shall conduct their law- 
ful business. The primary business 
of newspapers is to inform and in- 
struct the public, to tell their readers 
what is going on, what is being dorie 
and said by Governments. and indi- 
viduals. It is a /function of high- 
est utility; the existence of the press 
is one of the marks that distinguish 
civilized ‘and enlightened nations from 


savages living in the forests. Public 


epinion is formed very largely from 
information diffused by the news- 
papers, and up to a very recent time 
it has been the policy of the Govern- 
ment to encourage the publishing and 
distribution of news. Except among 
a few of the national legislators who 
feel or fancy that they have grudges 
against newspapers, we think that 
.policy is still held in esteem. 

Senator Reep of Missouri, Chairman 
of the committee which is investi- 
gating the causes of paper shortage, 
declares that the committee does not 
‘* intend to sit here and see thirty-five 
‘‘ or forty. newspapers build up for- 
‘* @unes while smaller ones are driven 
** out of business.’ He added that he 
wanted the ‘‘ great newspapers of this 
country to solve this problem.’’> It 
is in that quarter that the only hope- 
ful solution of the problem cah be 
sought or secured. Tue Times feels 
that it has done something to solve it. 


-} It has recently entered into a paper 


contract, the largest ever signed in 
the history of newspapers, which will 
call into existence a new paper mill 
of large capacity, whose output will 
enlarge existing production. THe 
Timers is diligently -striving to rélieve 
the shortage by limiting the size of 
its daily editions to a number of pages 
far below the requirements of its 
business. Almost: every day for 
months it has declined a large amount 
of advertising. On one day during 
the present week it omitted advertis- 
ing to the value of $20,000. We. con- 
cur in the judgment of Mr. Lawson 
of Chicago that the gréat* newspapers 
are striving by every reasonable sacri 

fice to conserve print paper. And tt| 
is our judgment that ‘their efforts will 
be far more effective and much less 
| injudicious and harmful than any at- 
tempt on the part of the Government 


° to restrict their size or circulation. 


. Another recent oe | 
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criminate against newspaper adver- 
tising, by. highér charges than’ those 
applied to reading matter. The pres- 
ent second-class rate applicable to 
newspapers is 1% cents per pound for 
all zones upon that part of the paper 
devoted to reading matter; upon the 
part devoted to advertising the rate is 
the same for the first and second 
zones, but increases progressively to 
3% cents for the fifth zone, 4 cents 
for the sixth zone, 5 cents for the sev- 
enth zone and 5% cents per pound for 
the eighth zone. The new rates going 
into effect on July 1 of the present 
‘year, unless Congress shall act favor- 
ably upon the committee recommenda- 
tion that the increase -be postponed 
one year, will be a full. cent higher for 
the fourth zone, 1% cents higher for 
the fifth zone, 14% cents higher for 
the sixth zone, 2 cents higher for the 
seventh and 2% cents for the eighth; 
so that for the seventh and eighth 
zones the postal rates per pound for 
advertising matter will be 7 cents and 
7% cents respectively... After July 1, 
1921, the. rate -will be 10 cents for the 
eighth zone unless the increase is 
‘postponed. ‘These postal charges are 
burdensome, for they tend to impede 
and restrict the diffusion of informa- 
tion throughout the country, they in- 
tentionally impose a heavy, we might 
fairly say a punitive,‘ tax upon adver- 
tising. 

It is difficult to understand how the 
authors of thesé rates got it into their 
heads that it is a sound policy to 
divide a newspaper into two parts and 
impose upon one part, that carrying 
advertising, a very much higher 
charge than that devoted to news and 
comment. Advertising is news; if it 
does not convey information, it has 
not been intelligently prepared. Ad- 
vertising is the first and chief help to 
business; it has become so by custom 
and experiencé. It is the very life 
of competition. ‘It promotes the sale 
and exchange of commodities, it helps 
and builds up trade, it enlarges the 
sales and increases the prosperity of 
the merchants, it adds to the national 
wealth. It enlarges the income of in- 
dividuals, firms and corporations, and 
so swells the yield of income taxes 
collected by the Government. Is it 
a wise or intelligible policy for the 
Government to lay a special tax upon 
an instrument of trade that operates 
powerfully to swell js own revenue? 

These postal rates were established 
before the days of newsprint shortage. 
The eonservation of white paper was 
not one of the motives that prompted 
Congress to impose them. The desire 
for additional revenue cannot be ad- 
mitted as a motive, for the discrim- 
inatory rate plainly tends to diminish 
the revenues of the Governnient.. By 
greatly increasing the cost of news- 
papefs to subscribers in distant zones, 
it so evidently tends to check the wide 
distribution of news as to beget the 
suspicion that this may have been one 
of the Pesults desired by ‘the original 
authors of the policy.

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THE BUILDING MYSTERY. 

A curious anomaly has deyeloped in 
the building situation. Of business 
offices there is apparently to be a 
considerable sypply: The Grand Cen- 
tral Palace is to be remodeled and a 
vast new structure is to arise on the 
neighboring blocks between Park and 
Madison Avenues: Two hotels are 
actually to be .converted into office 
buildings, the old Spingier, in Union 
Square, and the Knickerbocker, in 
Times Square. The demand for resi- 
dential apartments, meantime, is at 
least equally keen and is rapidly 
on the increase. Prospective tenants 
swarm about any promised vacancy, 
and many who despair of placing a 
roof over their heads are taking to 
tents in spite of the sodden ground 
and the rain. Yet the amount of 
housing construction in progress is 
portentously small. 

In part this shortage is to be at- 
tributed to the high cost of material, 
uncertainty gs to its delivery, the du- 
bious outlook as to labor and the dif- 
ficulty of placing building mortgages. 
Yet the promoters of the gigantic 
project near the Grand Central Ter- 
minal announce that they will pro- 
ceed ‘‘ regardless of building condi- 
tions.’’ However high the cost, they 
are obviously confident of being able 
to pass it on to their tenants. As a 
considerable shortage in buildings of 
all kinds is likely to exist for some 
years, they may be justified. The 
same reasoning, however, ‘would apply 
with equal force ‘to the building of 
new apartments. <Yet very few such 
houses are projected, whereas .the 
conversion of residence structures to 
business -purposes, of which the 
Spingler and the Knickerbocker are 
shining examples, ts widespread. Big- 
nificant figures are furnished by 
FRaNK MANN, Chairman of the Ten- 

ement House Commission. Prior to 
the war the annual.average of apart- 
ments built was 28000. In 1918 the 
number had dropped to about 2,100. 
Today the number of apartments in 
construction exceeds the number be- 
hing. torn down by only 231. The 
-1 present need of the city, owing to the 
lagging construction of recent years, 
Commissioner Mann.places at 40,000. 000. 

The only comprehensible’ explana- 
tion of this mystery'.centres in the 
new rent laws. The trouble is not with 
| the 25 per cent. increase, which seems 
to be sufficiently liberal and which in 
rsjany case does not apply to new con- 
struction. It is with ejecting present 
tenants.. In a city as closely biflt as, 
New York ‘hew structures are made 
possible only by destroying or remod- 


‘eling old ones, and the local Justices, 


‘the. one compelling the companies to

power is vested, have shown a marked 
favoritism for present residents of 
their districts as against ‘the outside 
owner and prospective builder. Ac- 
cording to .our report of Thursday,

As a 
result, owners who intend large and 
sorely needed additions to the city’s 
housing have in numerous instances 
been balked.

equipped apartment houses. 

The chief obstacle to new housing 
lies in an uncertainty with regard to 
full possession and control of existing 
tenements. It is a matter that can- 
not be too strongly urged upon the 
attention of the Mayor’s new Housing 
Conference Committee. - The plight of 
a few old residents should not stand 
in the way of the pathetic multitudes 
of the homeless for whom enlightened 
action would eventually supply thor- 
oughly modern homes 


ON THEIR BEST BEHAVIOR. 
In their attitude toward the Uhited 
States the Mexican revolutionists are 
on théir best behavior, although they 
have selected as their_‘‘ First Chief ’’ 
and Acting President one DE LA HvER- 


and dictator whom President Wi.son 
declined to recognize because he was 
responsible for the assassination of 
Mapero. Mr. WILso0n’s views about 
recognizing Spanish-American Presi- 
dents who wade through blood ‘to the 
national palace he never concealed; in 
fact, he has proclaimed that he would 
not approve of them or have official 
relations with them. But the Huerta 


with the aristocratic flourish to his 


name is a different character from 
the cynical soldier and unprincipled 
politician who defied Mr. Wuson. 
The civil leader of the revolutionists 
was the first man of note to raise their 
banner, in Sonora, and his recognition 
as ‘‘ First Chief ’’ and chair-warmer 
for General OsBREGON is merely formal. 

The real’ spokesman of the move- 
ment to overthrow the Carranza Ad- 
ministration is the hero of Celaya. 
Concerning relations with the United 
States, General OsrEGON is conciliat- 
ing and plausible. ‘‘ My ideal,’’ he 
says, ‘‘is to make the international 
** border like the Canadian boundary, 
‘* withdrawing troops, except customs 
** officials ’’—who are troops in a 
sense in Mexico. The Mexican border 
has contracted some bad habits, how- 
ver. It-is.to be feared that troops 
must be within call on the American 
side for-some time to comé. General 
OBREGON is in happier vein when he 
says that Carranza’s interpretation of 
the Monroe Doctrine was a‘ ‘‘ mis- 
take,’’ although he may have been 
sincere enough. General OBREGON 
would apparently co-operate with. the 
United States in enforcing the doc- 
trine, and accept its benefits without 
invidious distinctions. Yet he has 
been known to utter the same kind of 
opinions about the Americans that 
CaRRANZA proclaimed, possibly for 
political effect. 

The revolution has not been san- 
guinary, except in spots. General 
OBREGON says it has been ‘‘ a moral 
and not an armed revolt,’’ Private 
rights have been respected, he asserts. 
This seems almost too good to. be true. 
Strict orders have been issued not to 
harm supporters of Carranza ‘‘ physi- 
cally.’ Nationals are to be protected, 
and no vengeance is to be taken upon 
CARRANZA or upon any one in his polit- 
ical. household. All this is in the right 
spirit and commendable. Still it 
sounds un-Mexican. OsREGON himself 
has rivals for the Presidency, and 


}Generals who have an ill reputation 


for honesty and humanity are in com- 
mand of ‘troops and a law unto them- 
selves. However, they all know, and 
none better than OBREGON and Gon- 
ZALEZ, that they must deal with an 
American President who will not ex- 
tend recognition to Mexicans in power 
until they have — themselves 
worthy of it. 


STATEN ISLAND’S HOPE. 

Transit Commissioner DELANEY yes- 
terday_ produced several - interesting 
plans for the relief of Staten Island's 
transit needs. One plan proposes one 
of the world’s greatest bridges, greater 
than the bridge which it has not 
been found possible to build over the 
Hudson. It would be 160 feet high, 


1,800 feet long and cost $100,000,000. 


There are half a dozen tunnel routes, 
costing $25,000,000 apiece, more or 
less.

Rochdale. them are interested in 
the plan—have undertaken to duplicate 
the success of the famous Rochdale 
weavers in co-operative buying and sell- 
ing. In theory there is no reason why 
they should not do this. Indeed, there 
are reasons why they should, or might, 
be even more successful than the most 
notable of their predecessors in the elim- 
ination of the middleman from between 
consumer and producer. 

The Rochdale weavers were few and 
they were almost desperately poor. The 
Schenectady men are numerous, their 
work is done in far better conditions, 
their wages are high, and in the very 
beginning of their experiment they can 
command an amount of capital that it 
took the earlier co-operators years and 
years to attain. The idea, too, is en- 
tirely practicable, as has been proved 
when catried out on a large scale in 
most of the European countries, includ- 
ing Russia under. the Czar. 

But Europe is not America and Euro- 
peans are not Americans. Hitherto co- 
operation of this sort has always been 
a failure here, sooner or later, and .of 
the many attempts of one form or an- 
other that were made by American com- 
munities back in the middle of the nine- 
teenth century to reduce living costs in 
this way, as an incident in the carrying 
out of other purposes, usually religious, 
the great majority ended in speedy dis- 
aster, while of the others only two or 
three now are lingering like pallid ghosts 
on the very edge of final disappearance. 

The Schenectady proposal is much 
simpler than those just referred to, as 
its aims are purely economic, but that, 
judging by the past, by no means makes 
its prospects brighter.

erative buying and 
Are Changed. caning in the United 
States has been the fact that life 
was comparatively easy here and the 
working classes could: get along well 
enough. in spite of paying profits to the 
middlemen. Successful co-operation re- 
quires, for a long time, at least, the do- 
ing by somebody of a lot of work for 
nothing, or for less than the market 
rate of labor, and it is also necessary 


Conditions 


that the work should be done as well: 


as it is done by the ordinary shop- 
keepers. The middleman, after all, is 
not such a dreadful creature, taking him 
by and large, and what-he does is an 
essential element of distribution. He is, 
in fact, the paid servant or agent of his 
customers, and in computing what the 
latter can save hy getting rid of him 
they will deceive themselves unless they 
take into account the value of their own 
time and convenience, lost in perform- 
ing the tasks now assumed by him. 

But conditions have changed in this 
country, and the’ need to cut down living 
costs is constantly impressing itself on 
an increasing number of people. ‘The 
prospects of co-operation here are there- 
fore better than they formerly were, and 
it would be unsafe to predict that the 
present revival of the old plan will end 
in disaster and disappointment. What 
happens depends on the patience and 


‘persistence of the co-operators—on their 


willingness to take trouble in order to 
make small economies, and on the luck 
they have in finding. for managers of 
their enterprise persons of exactly the 
right sort. They must combine inteili- 
gence with enthusiasm, and even these 
qualities will not be enough unless they 
are accompanied by practical business 
sense, which is just as much needed in 
co-operative as in the other sort of 
trading.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Every American must heve read with 
Srateful feelings the letters which appeared 
in Taz Times Sunday last urging our Gov- 
ernment to accept the mandate for Armenia. 

‘The sympathy for the Armenian people has 
been so widespread that if it were not for 
the American lives which of: necessity will 
be sacrificed during the period of pacifica- 
tion the Opposition to the mandate might 
not be strong. 

We understand {t will not be right and may 
be objectionable to many of us to send the 
men of our National Army to adjust the 
conditions for which we are not responsible. 
But why not organize a new army for serv- 
ice in Armenia, advertising it as such at 
the army recruiting stations, so that those 
who enlist will be doing so voluntarily? 

I am sure we will be able to raise an army 
large enough to cope with the situaticn 
in Armenia, and those who enlist will cer- 
tainly be mostly Armenians, with few of 
other nationalities, including Americans, who 
will enlist by feeling of sympathy or for love 
of adventure.

TREATED GREATEST SINGERS

Dr. H, Holbrook Curtis, who for. more. 


than a generation has borne a national 
reputation, as an expert in diseases of 
the throat and nose, died yesterday at 
his residence in the Wyoming apart- 
ment house, Seventh Avenue and Fifty- 
fifth Street, after a long illness of dia- 
betes with complications.

Stricken While Acting Role in a 
Tolstoy Play, His Death 
Follows an Operation. 


David Kessler, one of the leading Yid- 
dish actors in the United States, star 
and manager of Kessler’s Second Ave-' 
nue Theatre, died yesterday afternoon 
in the Beth Israel Hospital, at 70 Jeffer- 
son Street, in his sixty-first year. He 
had been rpmoved to the hospital 
Wednesday night after being stricken 
with a severe intestinal ailment during 
a performance at the Lyric Theatre in 
Brooklyn, of Jacob Gordin's dramatiza- 
tion of Tolstoy’s ‘‘ Kreutzer Sonata.” 
An operation was performed and Thurs- 
day he rallied, only to suffer a perma- 
nent relapse yesterday. He had recently 
moved into an apartment at 65 Fort 
Washington Avenue. 

Mr. Kessler was born in Russia and 
began his dramatice career in 1882 in 
that country, only three years after the 
Yiddish stage came into being. The fol- 
lowing year performances were banned 
throughout Russia and Kessler and his 
company of actors emigrated to Ru- 
mania, where there we no such restric- 
tions. There they playyed in many towns, 
such as Jassy, Braila and tz, names 
that were made famfliar to us during 
the war. 

In 1886 he came to this country and 
ever since he had m identifi with 
the Yiddish stage in New York. He ap- 
peared in the principal theatres of the 
sort on the lower east side, such ag the

Their Board of 
Trade, which is a Cabinet department, 
sends out representatives, who maintain 
the closest relations with their Forelgn 
Office arid with British diplomatic and 
consular representatives in all coun- 
tries. .

Allow Further Joint QOccu- 
pancy After This Year. 


BREAK WORD, SAYS RUPPERT 


President .ef Younger Club Claims 
Verbal Agreement for Long Lease 
——Has New Sites in Mind. 


The New. York ‘National Baseball Club, 
which operates the Giants, aotified Colo- 
nel Jacob Ruppert yesterday that the 
Yankees.would not be permitted to play 
on the :Polo Grounds after their present 
lease expires at the end of: this season. 
This is the first: definite announcement 
that the Giants were going to divorce 
the Yanks;' although there have been 
numerous rumors about it for the last 
few seasons. President .Charles A. 
Stoneham of the.Giants and» Manager 
McGraw made the announcement in 
Pittsburgh yesterday, and it was later 

iven out here hy Judge Francis X. Mc- 
Guade. Treasurer of the club. 

The announcement yesterday came as 
@ surprise, as it was believed after the 
American League row over the Carl 
Mays -case was settled that the Giants 
and Yankees had come to some under- 
standing that the Polo Grounds should 
be the home’ of both clubs indefinitely. 

Judge McQuade’s announcement yes- 
terday was brief, and gave no explana- 
tion of the action of the Giants. It was: 
“ After a conférence between Charles A. 
Stoneham and John J. McGraw in Pitts- 
burgh. today it was definitely decided 
that the Polo Grounds will be the home 
of the Giants exclusively after the base- 
ball season of 1920. The American 
Leagué club of this city has been noti- 
fied of this decision.” 


Asserts Violation ef Promise. 


As soon es this announcement reached 
New York yesterday Colonel Ruppert, * 
President of the Yankees, immediately 
stated that the Giants had gone back 
on their word with the American League 
club. Colonel.Ruppert said: 

“If we. are. ordered off the Polo 
Grounds it will mean. that our National 
League rivals will go back on their word 
to the Yankees. : 

‘When. the: Federal, League peace set- 
tlement was made early in 1916, one of 
the stipulations was that the New York 
Nationals should grant us a long term 
lease on the: Polo Grounds. We had a 
verbal understanding to that effect with 
Mr. Hempstead, who was then President 
of the Giants, and it hag the approval 
of the National League. 

“ However, if the Giants do not want 
us any longer on the Polo Grounds there 
is no use trying to stay around where 
one is not wanted. I do not know how 
successful the Yankees will be this sea- 
son, but we probably will be able to find 
a home somewhere for 1921.”’ 

The refusal of the Giants to permit the 
New York Americans to remain on the 
Polo Grounds after this season will cost 
the local National League club $65,000 
a@ year, the rental which the Yankees 
now pay for the bags of playing on 
be grounds of their National League 
rivals. 


Options on Several Sites. 


The owners of the Yankees have an- 
ticipated this move for some time and 
have not been idle in seeking a site for 
a new park. During the recent Amer- 
ican League row the two Colonels, Rup- 
pert and Huston, told President 
Johnson and his five loyal clubs that, 
contrary to report, they had a ball. park 
on: which they could play if they were 
barred from the Polo Grounds.

White the owners of the Yanks wiil 
make no definite announcement at this 
time about their new park there is: no 
question that they will have one when 
the season of 1921 opens. : 

For several seasons the Yankees have 
been slowly but constantly increasing in 
popularity in Manhattan. ‘New York 
was so firmly established as a National 
League stronghold and the Giants hee 
become stich a popular institution at the 
Polo Grounds -that for several seasons 
the Yankees found it hard sledding. 

New York, however, with its large 
transient: population is plenty large 
enough to'support two ball clubs, and all 
that the Yanks needed to become a 
strong rival attraction to McGraw's 
Giants was a strong pennant attraction. 
Last year the Yankees had the greatest 
season in the history of the club here 
and the acquisition of Babe Ruth: has 
given them the stronsest attraction in 
the game. Ruth’s remarkable accom- 
plishments thus far this season ‘at the 
Polo Grounds have done much to make 
the Yanks a powerful drawing card and 
the possibility of his making a new 
home run record at the Brush Stadium 
this season will prove a continuous mag- 
net for the fans. . - 


Rivalry Proves a Stimulug. 


There has been no noticeable falling 
off in the popularity of the Giants. In 
fact with the club in last place in the 
pennant race the attendance during the 
Giants’ home stay this Spring was sur- 


prisingly large. The rivalry between the 
clubs has proved.a stimulus to th 
leagues rather than a detriment. 

e Yanks have shared the Polo 
Grounds with the Giants since 1912. The 
wooden stands at the Polo Grounds 
burned on April 11, 1911, two days after 
the season opened. Frank Farrell, who 
then owned the Yankees, offered the use 
of the American. League Park on the 
hilltop at Broadway and 168th Street to 
the late John T. Brush, and the Giants 
played theré during thé construction of 
the new stands at the Polo Grounds. 
The Giants returned to the Pol6é Grounds 
in August before the stand was finished 
and played the world’s series with the 
Athletics there in October of that year. 

en the Yankees’ lease on the hill- 
top expired. the Yankees were invited 
to use the Polo Grounds by Mr. Brush, 
and the Yanks have been playing there 
since that time. Mr. Farrell contem- 
plated building a new Américan League 
park and work ‘on thé site at Broadway 
and 225th Street was started, but- after 
the lot was graded Mr. Farrell gave up 
the idea of bufiding the park.

Italian in his closing’ effort. . 

Jackson started the bout as if to anni- 
hilate Dundee, The Bronx boxer, .with 
customary aggressiveness, forced Dun- 
dee relentlessly about the ring under a 
shower of blows, which came.from all 
directions and landed on face and body 
alternately. Jackson. plied crushing 
rights and lefts to the stomach in whirl- 
wind flurries, and, forcing Dundee to 
the ropes, shifted his attack to the face. 
The Italian’s head bobbed repeatedly 
from solid smashes to the face and side 
of the head, but, though he tried with 
every ounce of his strength, son 
was unable tq land a knockout.

The cotton market. was very dull and 
inclined to be irregular in yésterday’s 
session. Thérée was a dip at one time 
which ‘carried prices down 25 to 30 
points, .and a subsequent rise which re- 
gained all. of this loss -and maybe 10 
points on the average more, but at the 
close the list was at virtually the same 
level it stood at on Thursday’s closing. 
January of the new crop was down 10

change of the day. The others finished 
at 3 points up to 5 points down.

section of the: belt ‘except in those parts 


of Texas where rain is needed, and a| 


report-by a Southern company of the 
amount of crop aiready planted: put the 
figure at 56 r cent., which is un- 
usually, bad when it is considered that 
even fn last year’s backward season 
there was 77 per cent. of the crop ,in at 
this. date. These factors. were pro- 
nouncedly*builish, yet the market failed 
tg respond to them in the way it might 
Mave been expected to. Obviously, the 
‘trade is fearful of something, and that 
something is the credit situation, which 
threatens to become ‘worse as . time 
passes, for the demands of. the South 
will very shortly have to meet the com- 
petition of the West for funds, and the 
Bast, rather hard put on its own ac- 
count, ‘is in no. position to meet the 
combined requests of. the Seurn vt 
West inthe liberal way it has in 

years. 

The Census Bureau's report on do- 
mestic mill consumption and. exports for 
April added strength to the already 
strong technical position. .In the month 
the. mills took 567,839 bales, exclusive of 
linters, and there were shipped out of 
the country 546,125 bales, for a total of 
1,113,064 bales.

ing three months provide no increase 
in consumption, with even exports 
standing at their reduced April figures 
for May, June and July, the total tak- 
ings, domestic and foreign. will be in. the 

neighborhood of 4,100,000 bales, as 
against the carry-over from last year 
and the old crop. of 15,600,000 bales, ag- 

gregate. 

This .will leave a carry-over of. only 
1,500,000 bales, and probably most of 
it. will be of the low grades. With the 
present season unusually backward, with 
no noticeable increase in acreage, 
and with. labor and credit conditions as 
bad as they are, the promise of a scant 
supply after the turn of the cotton year, 
on Aug. 1, seems assured.
